ALABASTER ODDITIES 


PEROXIDE CANARY? Nope—an albino robin. 


ECENTLY a young boy proudly pre- 
sented a small bottle to scientists of the 
American Museum of Natural History. When 
they opened it, out scooted an albino 
cockroach. Not a bad color for a roach, with 
all those white expanses of sink and refrig- 
erator to cross under enemy observation. 
Deer average one albino for every 42,000; 
white frogs run about one for every 1,000,000; 
people average one albino for every 10,000. 
True albinos have alabaster skin, white 
hair, colorless brain tissue. Their eyes are 
pink—the blood vessels show through. 

The first albinos, scientists believe, were 
spontaneous mutations and the condition was 
passed on as a simple Mendelian recessive 
trait. When a normal individual and a white- 
coat mate, the offspring is normal but capable 
of transmitting the albino gene. Two parents 
with albino genes produce albino young at 
the rate of one in four. 

Color in animals depends on two things— 
pigment bases, or chromogens, and enzyme 
activators. Chromogens are colorless them- 
selves but when they interact with enzymes, 
pigmentation results. If either substance is 
missing you get an albino. 

Albinos carry in them the genes that can 
produce ancestral color. A white mouse bred 
to a single-color mouse will produce young 
showing the ancestral colors of both sire and 
dam. Wild albinos learn to be extra wary, 
being so conspicuous. They are also light-shy 
because they have no eye-pigment to filter 
out glare. Meat-hunters and their prey 
seldom survive as albinos—both need camou 
flage—but the well-protected vegetarian 
porcupine shows up as an albino with fair 
frequency.

Are Companies Honest? 


Charles Whaley of Spokane, Wash., says 
that he saw an illustration of a device in an 
ad, manufactured by a company to which he 
sent the detailed drawings in 1957. As he holds 
a patent on the device he wonders why his 
name was*not used in connection with the de- 
scription. Are companies as honest as patent 
attorneys? What should he do? 

No, all companies are not as honest as reg- 
istered patent attorneys. The fact that your 
name was not mentioned is of little impor- 
tance. The name of the inventor rarely ap- 
pears in connection with a manufactured 
article. Consult your attorney right away and 
start action if you can establish that the ar- 
ticle being manufactured violates your patent 
rights. 


Self-Closing Safety Pin 


Ray C. Wilson of Harper Woods, Mich., 
writes: “Many thanks for the article you 
wrote about seven years ago. As you sug- 
gested, I made some safety pins and received 
most gratifying comments especially from 
doctors. A patent should be issued in a few 
months.” Is it safe to start to negotiate now? 

Check with your patent attorney first. If

If this device will register a nibble, yet not 
signal when the tip of the rod is moved by a 
wave slapping along the line or a breeze 
moving the tip, you certainly should investi- 
gate patent potentials. Many sportsmen would 
be glad to purchase such a device if it is mar- 
keted. 


Auto Ignition System 


Hubert C. Brown of Gloversville, N. Y,, 
suggests a system for eliminating the spark 
plug in internal combustion engines. Does 
the idea have merit and is it worth patenting? 

With expensive equipment and the utiliza- 
tion of high power you should be able to dem- 
onstrate your theoretical concept. But until 
you can bring the design to a point where its 
cost can be justified, and replacement of parts 
will be equal to or less than the replacement 
of spark plugs, it might be better to delay a 
patent application. 


Ball Check Valve 


Albert A. Levesque of Somerset, Mass, 
sends blueprints of his ball check valve to be 
used to prevent water from backing up 
through sewer drains. A search indicates it is 
patentable. How much should it cost to have 
it patented? Why should it be patented if it 
does not serve the public?

Dr. Heimer says this re- 
sults in an “optical miracle” that gives 
the driver a 180° unobstructed view as 
the corner posts disappear. As the 
photo at the top of the page shows, there 
is slight distortion at the corners—but 
no more than you'll find in conventional 
wraparounds. ® 


DR. ALF HEIMER shows how edges of wind- 
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PUGNACIOUS PIRANHAS 
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KILLER of the Amazon, the murderous piranha. 


HE sun was hot, the water smooth as the 

expedition paddled languidly up the 
sluggish Amazon. Dozing, one member let his 
hand dangle in the tepid water. Suddenly he 
screamed. He jerked his hand out. Too late; 
only the bones were left of his fingers. In 
shock, he stumbled overboard. His com- 
panions grappled awkardly to drag him back 
into the boat but all that was left was a 
skeleton. 

This story is typical of the tales told of the 
terrible piranha, South America’s “Cannibal 
Fish.” 

It’s the smell of blood that really primes 





piranha viciousness. A piranha rarely attacks 
an unwounded animal. But if you cut your 
finger while swimming, watch out! Then ex- 
cited fish by the hundreds rush to the attack. 
And a piranha can nip out a chunk of flesh as 
big as a pocket lighter, then swallow it whole. 

These bloodthirsty river dwellers converg- 
ing on a cow, for instance, can strip the flesh 
from its bones in a matter of minutes. 

Though no American children have been 
known to lose fingers to piranha pets, public 
fear of these ferocious fish has made itself 
known to the U. S. Department of Interior. 
Result: a bill is pending in Congress to ban 
imports of piranhas. Reason given: the pos- 
sibility of piranhas escaping to our own 
southern waters. 

From above, piranhas resemble fat, frolic- 
some sunfish. But a head-on view shows a 
monster with bulldog jaws, malevolent eyes, 
a jackal mouth. 

Brazilian natives fish for piranhas with 
pieces of blood-soaked rope. The water churns 
as the fish fight for the privilege of biting it 
When lifted, the rope is piranha-covered. 

To quiet caught fish (their razor-sharp 
teeth snap by reflex for hours), the Indians 
have devised a bit of poetic justice: grabbing 
the piranha by the gills, they bite a chunk out 
of its neck.—Robert Gannon.

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ROOFED BASEBALL FIELD 





HUGE all-weather stadium will open in 1962. 


HE world’s first all-weather baseball and 

football stadium will open at the start of 
the 1962 baseball season in Houston, Texas, 
when the Houston Colts enter the National 
League. 

Cost of the stadium and access roads is 
estimated at $22,000,000. The structure will 
cover nine-and-one-half acres of land. It will 
have an outside diameter of 712 feet and a 
22-foot-high (18 stories) dome with an un- 
interrupted span of 642 feet. No baseball 
player—not even a Texan—is going to hit a 
fly ball that high! The centerfield fence will 
be 400 feet from home plate; at the foul lines, 
fences will be 340 feet out. 

For baseball games the stadium will ac- 
commodate 46,217 fans; for football games, 
52,797. Motorized stands mounted on steel 
rails and holding some 10,000 seats will move 
up into position on the sidelines when the 
gridiron is being used. 

The roof will be made of translucent plas- 
tic to admit light of the spectrum range nec- 
essary to keep grass growing on the playing 
field. To prevent moisture released by the 
growing grass from forming clouds under 
the dome and causing the stadium to have its 
own rain showers, the air conditioning will 
tun continuously to dissipate the humidity. 
Modern fans circulating two million cubic 
feet of air a minute will draw out cigarette 
smoke and hot air at the top of the dome. 

Five thousand tons of air conditioning will 
maintain comfortable levels of temperature 
and humidity through the building, and night 
games in the new stadium will be illuminated 
by the most modern lighting methods. Lou- 
vers in the roof will cut down on the summer 
sun for baseball, but admit the full winter 
sun for football. 

Parking facilities will girdle the stadium 
as a continuation of its circular design, thus 
Insuring close proximity to the building from 
any point and rapid dispersal of traffic after 
agame.—Louis Alexander

HE construction of this simple pro- 

jector will enable anyone to make 
amusing cartoon reproductions on their 
kiddies’ playroom walls. 

The projector is comprised of wood, 
hardboard and an ordinary magnifying 
glass; a floodlamp is the light source. 
The magnifying glass is mounted over a 
hole cut in the center of a two-foot- 
square piece of %-inch hardboard. A 
second smaller piece of hardboard (the 
mounting board) is screwed to the glide 
which slides on the track frame. 

To project a picture for tracing, tape 
a drawing upside down on the mounting 
board, direct the lamp at the center of 
the drawing and as close as possible, 
then move the glide along the track 
until the image comes into focus on the 
wall. The size of the image will depend, 
of course, on the distance the projector 
is from the wall. 

Using a lead pencil or piece of chalk, 
trace in the lines of the projected image, 
then color in the outlined area with

The 
shadows in the picture show the sun was al- 
most directly overhead and—oh, well, it was 
probably just an itsybitsy crack in the first 
place.

FROM UNCLE SAM 


By Harry Kursh 


FEW years ago Dr. Eugene Czukor, a noted psychiatrist whose 
wife is Barbara Britton, the TV star, bought an old Connecticut 
farm house. They had no trouble converting the house into a charming 
home but the 18 acres of woods and bush that went with it were a 
problem. The backyard was almost always swampy. A contractor sug- 
gested using the ground for a concrete swimming pool. Estimated cost: 
about $5,500. 
But Dr. Czukor got a last-minute thought. Maybe Uncle Sam’s Soil 
Conservation Service could help him. He wrote to Washington and was 
promptly referred to a local SCS office. Before long a conservationist

came to look over the land. The SCS 
expert investigated the cause of the 
swamp, made borings to test the under- 
lying soil and concluded that the soggy 
backyard could readily be converted to 
a pond, ideal for swimming and fishing.

A retired businessman had in mind 
some sparetime farming on land he 
owned in New Hampshire. The SCS told 
him his soil was too poor for farming, 
but that the land would make an ideal 
wildlife sanctuary. They gave him a 
plan which included ponds and duck 
runs. The plan was promptly carried 
out, and today the businessman is the 
owner of a profitable duck-hunting and 
fishing preserve.

But just as offi- 
cials were debating whether they could 
afford a $17,500 fee merely to investi- 
gate the problem for a possible solution, 
someone suggested that maybe the SCS 
could help.

Another source of intelligence is the 
governmental or quasi-governmental 
organization. The Association of the 
United States Army put on a three-day 
exhibit in Washington in August 1960. 
The Washington Evening Star shot pic- 
tures of Russian and Polish military 
attaches at the show studying mock-ups 
and drawings of rocket engines, planes 
and similar equipment, quizzing at- 
tendant experts at the 144 booths in the

exhibit and nonchalantly taking notes. 
They filled their capacious briefcases 
and diligently attended lectures. To rest 
up from their intelligence-gathering 
chores, these hard-working researchers 
(it hardly seems fair to call them spies) 
would then adjourn to the hotel patio to 
sip cocktails before lunch. 

Sometimes the Reds pay for their in- 
telligence—and it’s all aboveboard and 
the price is reasonable. A Soviet defec- 
tor revealed that Polish military in- 
telligence bought at nominal cost an 
18-volume work on U. S. port facilities.

| phbvomichenge 4 should be forgiven for 
assuming there are just two kinds of 
people in the world: Idea-men with no 
money and money-men with no ideas. 
Yet almost every invention in history 
was sponsored by a rich man who, once 
convinced of the value of an idea, put 
up the cash needed to launch the inven- 
tor’s brainchild. 

Thus it was with Philip E. Ohmart, an 
electronics engineer turned scientist- 
businessman. Ohmart managed to per- 
suade an investor to put up $10,000 to 
found the Ohmart Corporation of Cin- 
cinnati. Today his company produces 
nuclear gauges used by industry to 
measure the levels, densities and mass 
flow of various liquids. For example, 
regulated by an Ohmart gauge, catsup 
is mixed to just the right consistency, 
plastic solutions are accurately con- 
trolled and liquid petroleum products 
are automatically held to the correct 
density in pipelines. 

Ohmart’s gauges are based on his own 
patented Ohmart Cell which converts 
transmitted radiation to electrical cur- 
rent. This current is then used to oper- 
ate meters and recorders and to control 
processing systems. The cell consists 
basically of two electrodes of dissimilar 
metals surrounded by a special gas. 
When the radioactivity ionizes the gas, 
an electrical current is set up between 
the two electrodes. Since every material 
has a specific gravity (weight), the 
Ohmart Cell receives a special and dif- 
ferent amount of radiation through each 
substance.

wd news of all from Detroit for 1962 is that an exchange of styling 
treatments between different makes will provide a continuity of 
design that will maintain the value and attractiveness of every ’61 on the 
road today. 

In 1962, you can expect a fleet of General Motor’s Thunderbird-types 
ranging from Corvair’s Monza to a lovely four-passenger Cadillac. There 
will be more four-door station wagons with three seats, and curved 
side-glass in small sedans. A new V8 engine of some 140 horsepower will 
compete with a cast-iron V6 in the compact field. Almost everyone will 
offer four-speed manual transmissions. It’s reliably reported that some 
GM cars will use a single-leaf rear spring. Ford is considering dual-ratio 
manual steering. And one maker is seriously pondering a gas turbine 
option for less than $500. No matter where you look, 1962 shapes up as a 
stimulating new car year... 


BUICI 


A cast-iron V6 is the big news from Buick. Planned as the 
’62 Special’s powerplant, it weighs slightly more than the 
’61 aluminum V8, which moves into LeSabre. The V6 uses 
a single-throat carburetor for an estimated 135 horsepower 
with over 200 cubic inches displacement. Proof the iron V6 
could be used in a Special came from Pontiac, where the 
half-a-V8 iron engine was so successful in the little Tempest. 
Styling of all 62 Buicks is expected to resemble current 
Buick Specials. The ’62 Electra series will be slightly 
shorter, though LeSabres and Specials are to remain the 
same. A new squared-off greenhouse seems borrowed from 
59 Thunderbirds. The aluminum V8 of this year’s Special is 
increased in power for the 62 LeSabre. A powerful alumi- 
num V8 is reported in Electra models. Four-speed transmis- 
sions will be available. There will be bucket seats and 
unique trim, plus a Special convertible. Instrument panels 
will continue to be highly styled with recessed gauges. It is 
expected Buick will offer an oval steering wheel. 


Cadillac is reported ready to startle its fans with the big- 
gest styling changes of recent years. Fins will rise only 
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engines you'll see when the parade of new models begins. 


slightly above the fender line, taillights will go vertical, 
somewhat as on the ’60s. Car width is to be reduced three 
inches. Horsepower remains about 335. Though Detroit 
hears of experimental Cadillacs running on the General 
Motors’ proving ground with transaxle rear suspension, no 
one believes they will show in 1962. There is said to be a 
brand-new Cadillac for 1962 which GM hopes will chop 
Ford’s successful Thunderbird. The Cad’Bird will feature 
air-conditioning, four-speed manual transmission and may 
well have something like 400 horsepower to make it the 
rich man’s hot rod. 


Four distinct automobiles are expected from Chevrolet 
for 1962. Newest is a Senior Compact presently named Cor- 
sair, sized between Corvair and Bel Air. Wheelbase is ap- 
proximately 115 inches. Unique rear springs will be a single 
leaf of metal to eliminate inter-leaf friction. In front will be 
an iron V6, similar to that in Buick’s Special. A three-speed 
transmission with column shift will be standard. An optional 
four-speed stubs from the floor. The improved extra-cost 
PowerGlide automatic for Corsair gives acceleration and 
throttle feel unlike any transmission on the road today. One 
Corsair feature, not expected to be shared with other 62 
GM cars, is independent rear suspension. 

Corvair’s instrument panel will be redesigned to clean 
off the lips most everyone objected to. Bumpers will do a 
better job of protecting fenders. There is said to be a com- 

* plete line of convertibles, two-door hardtops and three-seat 
station wagons. Some conversation is heard about a single- 
carburetor Corvair engine. At last reports this not likely to 
be available in 1962. 

Visual comparison of standard Chevrolets leads most of 
us to believe they will be lowered an inch to the height of 
the present Corvair wagon. A new instrument panel 
which has space for an optional tachometer will be avail- 
able. It’s said that Chevrolet may offer Corvette’s aluminum 
radiator and better brakes on full-size sedans. Least 
changed of all Chevrolets will be the 1962 Corvette which 
apparently will be a carbon copy of the successful ’61 
models.

COOKING FISH THE EXPERTS’ WAY 


OOKING and eating your own 
freshly caught fish beside a stream 
or lake is one of the highlights of any 
fishing trip. And come dinner time the 
camp chef is usually the most popular 
man around. In case you’re elected to 
perform the chef’s chores on your next 
fishing excursion, here are some of the 
culinary secrets of the best wilderness 
cooks I have known. The menus are 
simple, as camp fare should be, but the 
gastronomical rewards are great. 
Easiest of all outdoor fish menus is 
one used by Maine guides for genera- 
tions. It calls for. potatoes, onions, 
canned peas or green beans, coffee, salt 
and pepper, sugar and Pream, lemon, 
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margarine and dessert—usually canned 
or dried fruit. 

Utensils needed include a grill for 
broiling the fillets, a kettle for boiling 
potatoes and onions, a saucean for 
heating the vegetable and a coffee pot. 
You'll also need plates, knives, forks 
and spoons, cups with handles, a long- 
handled stirring spoon and a cooking 
brush. For firemaking you'll need a 
sharp hatchet and some matches. All 
utensils may be bought at the average 
sporting goods store or ordered by 
mail from L. L. Bean’s famous sports- 
man’s mail order house, Freeport, Me.

LETS HAVE NATIONAL 





A National Driver’s License and Federal regulation 


By Tom McCahill 


| qe from packing a matched set of 
king cobras in your kid’s lunchbox, 
I can’t imagine anything much worse 
than suggesting a new department for 
the Federal Government. Any time 
Washington gets into the act, it usually 
means a boatload of bureaucrats, tin- 
horn politicians, lobbyists, chiselers and 
swindlers gulping at the public tax 
trough. There are occasions, however, 
when it is wise to endure one big nui- 
sance rather than a collection of small- 
time headaches from 50 individual 
states. This brings us to the subject of 
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this article: Should we have a National 
Driver’s License and Federal laws gov- 
erning all United States highways? 

It is my sad duty to report that, after 
examining this situation closely for 
many years, I have come to the con- 
clusion that a National Driver’s License 
and Federal highway laws (uniform 
from coast-to-coast) are much needed 
and long overdue. 

Nearly 15 years ago on these pages I 
wrote an article entitled Licensed To 
Kill. Sorry conditions described then 
haven’t improved a bit. For example, 
in many sections of this country just 
about all you need to obtain a driver’s

license is the price. In other areas a 
“driver’s examination” consists of learn- 
ing a few traffic rules such as “Stop at 
a red light.” The only other require- 
ment is a short ride with an “inspector.” 
In large eastern cities where driving 
tests are given, this might consist of a 
brief drive in traffic where the inspector 
will instruct you to make a few turns 
while he notes whether you gave the 
proper signal. He may ask you to make 
a U-turn to see how carefully or success- 
fully you do it. Then he may order

you to park the barge in a typical park- 
ing space. 

Now, if you do all this with the confi- 
dence of Cyril Ritchard reciting Little 
Bo-Peep, the chances are you can leave 
this east coast metropolis, blunder your 
way to the west coast and kill a guy 
as dead as a smelt in San Francisco. If 
you’re well-insured, this can cause you 
very little inconvenience. That east 
coast state gave you a license to kill in 
any one of the 50 states. It permitted 
you to travel at high speeds on all the

nation’s turnpikes and legally do 70 mph 
on most of Missouri’s roads, even the 
third-grade ones. But you were never 
taught what to do if something out of 
the ordinary popped up—such as a 
blowout, having your car go into a skid 
around a corner or even on a slick on a 
straightaway. You just don’t know. I’m 
not aware of any state in the nation that 
correctly prepares a driver to meet the 
average situations that are bound to 
crop up several times on any coast-to- 
coast journey. 

We've advocated on these pages many 
times that each state provide proving 
grounds where drivers could be taught 
how to control skids, what to do when 
a blowout occurs, and emergency meas- 
ures to take under any of a dozen situa- 
tions. These might include a dog in the 
road, a car coming head-on into your 
lane, or what to do to avoid being rear- 
ended when a throughway suddenly 
becomes blocked. High-speed braking 
is another thing that should be taught 
and experienced under controlled con- 
ditions. But no one tells and no one 
asks. 

The system we have today, with each 
state issuing its own driving license un- 
der its own rules and regulations, is just 
stupid. If the Federal Aviation Agency 
made it as easy to get a pilot’s license as 
it is to get a driver’s license in most 
states, none of us could get a decent 
night’s sleep unless we lived in a bomb 
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shelter. Yet you can kill as many people 
(including yourself) with a typical De- 
troit car as a small airplane can knock 
off. So what’s the answer? 

The answer is a strict National 
Driver’s License examination on a 
Federal Proving Ground. The exam- 
ination would mean: “If you don’t 
know, buster, you don’t drive. If you 
do know, get out there and prove it!” 
Current state drivers’ licenses merely 
attest to your right to drive. A Federal 
license should attest to your proficiency 
as a driver, in addition to your right. 
A driver’s license issued by Uncle Sam 
would have other advantages, too. . . 

Today, many drivers (including the 
writer) carry several licenses from 
various states. A guy with a twist of 
larceny in his heart can be Alexander 
Lawrence Smith in New York, Law- 
rence Alexander Smith in Florida, Al- 
bert Loring Smith III in another state, 
etc. If his license is suspended in New 
York, he drives on his Florida license, 
and so on, all along the line. A National 
License which would cover all states 
would elimi- [Continued on page 154]

Several 
years ago Renault came out with the 
Dauphine model which was quite chic in 
looks and had great appeal for the 
woman buyer. Though I have driven 
many Dauphines, we never brought you 
a full test on the bucket but now that 
there is a Gordini Renault, we decided 
to investigate this rodded version. 
Amedee Gordini is sort of a Parisian 
edition of stock car racing mechanic 
Smokey Yunick. He was hired by 
the Renault kids to supply a little 
Yunick-like know-how to the somewhat 
Camilleish Dauphine. I’ve personally

visited his rod-and-polish shop with the 
late Jean Behra, champion driver of 
France. Gordini was preparing cars at 
that time for the LeMans race. As long 
as his entries lasted, they had Italian 
and German eyes popping like sand fleas 
on a frying pan. Gordini, a man of fan- 
tastic engineering ability, built spider- 
like cars, lap dog in size, that high-tailed 
down the great LeMans straightaway 
like hornets dive-bombing a nudist 
colony. 

Naturally, I wanted to see how far 
Gordini’s foot had been shoved into the 
new Renault offering, so a test was ar- 
ranged. After some telephone calls, the 
car was shipped from Miami to my test 
center in Daytona Beach. Before get- 
ting on with the test itself, let’s dissect 
the car and see what it is. 

The Gordini has the same body shell 
as the Dauphine. It is quite handsome 
in appearance for a smallish car but it 
isn’t entirely without faults. With a 
total disregard for maintaining friendly 
overseas relations, let’s take a look at 
les bugs, as one might say in France. 
In the first place, as many of you know, 
the average Frenchman is smaller in 
size than the average American. In 
my opinion, the Gordini is a small per- 
son’s car—great for women but not 
meant for men much over 5’ 10” in 
height. The floor pedals, meaning clutch 
and brake, are ridiculously tiny. It is 
quite possible for a big-footed oaf to hit 
both clutch and brake pedals at the same 
time with one foot. The footroom is ab- 
surd, in my opinion, for a high-produc- 
tion car such as the Renault. Due to its 
design, the footroom is crowded on both 
sides because the front-wheel wells in- 
trude several inches into the body shell 
on each side. 

Actually, you must drive this car in 
a sidesaddle position, if you’re any 
larger than a banana. This means that 
in straightline driving, both feet are 
several inches to the right of being 
straight ahead. In effect, this means 
that if your body is positioned for the 
foot controls, your head must be cocked 
slightly to the left in order to look 
straight ahead at the road. On a long

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LEARN HOW TO DIVE 


By Robert Lynn Clotworthy, 


Head Coach of Swimming and Diving, Princeton University 


ee to dive can proceed hand-in-hand with 
learning to swim. Yet, strangely enough, this is 
not usually the case. Few Americans these days reach 
maturity without having learned to swim. Perhaps 
this is because more and more secondary schools in this 
country are being equipped with swimming pools and 
a youngster must master elementary swimming before 
he can graduate. Learning to dive properly, however, 
is not required. As a result, far too few people bother 
to learn to dive the right way. This is unfortunate for 
diving can be fun—and learning to dive properly 
builds confidence and physique. 

Let me say at the outset that no article on diving

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will ever make you an ex- 
pert diver nor will it pre- 
pare you for competition 
diving. What we hope to ac- 
complish here is to start 
you on the right foot, so to 
speak, on beginning to learn 
the art of diving. If you start 
with the basic movements 
and progress slowly, there 
isno reason why you can’t 
learn a few fundamental 
dives, thereby increasing 
your enjoyment of swim- 
ming. Almost anyone can 
learn to swim and, given the 
desire, can learn to dive 
also. The essential factor is 
gradually controlling and 
training your reflexes. 

There are various ways 
for a beginner to start and 
these vary with age and 
swimming ability. But let 
us assume here that you are 
an adult and that you can 
swim fairly well. 

Step One: As a start, let’s 
try the sitting dive. Seat 
yourself at the edge of the 
pool with your feet resting 
on the pool rail or gutter, 
toes gripping the rail. Now 
tuck your head well down 
on your chest and ex- 
tend your arms and hands 
straight out. Bend at the 
waist until your trunk, or 
torso, comes just past your 
parted knees. Note in the 
illustration that the eye can 
draw an imaginary straight 
line from the point of the 
shoulder blade to the finger- 
tips. We stress this since 
you may notice by ex- 
amining some of the other 
drawings that this posi- 
tion remains essentially the 
same in all dives at the time 
of water entry. It will serve 
you well to get this form 
correct at the outset. 

To continue with Step 
One: After getting a cor- 
rect position, you let the

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a straight line at the moment of entry into the 
water.

UPHOLSTERING MADE EASY & 


With simple tools and some know-how you too can turn out 


an upholstering job that will do credit to a professional. 
By Clarence Martin 


ie wasn’t so long ago that reupholstering was considered a job for ex- 
perts only. Today, with modern materials, anyone who can handle 
a few simple tools and run up a seam on a sewing machine can make a 
shabby chair or sofa look and feel as good as new. 

While it is practically impossible to cover every type of upholstering 
in one article, the basic methods illustrated and explained in the follow- 
ing pages will be adaptable to almost any situation found in the home. 

The weakest point in a chair or sofa is the webbing on the underside 
that holds up the springs. After a few years it develops a sag that gets 
deeper and deeper, with every occupant sinking closer to the floor. To 
eliminate this fault, the old webbing can be reinforced or replaced en- 
tirely with a relatively new product called Neversag Webbing. Made 
by Neversag Products, Inc., 901 E. 135th St., Bronx 54, N. Y., this corru- 
gated steel spring will give slightly but always return taut. If the old

coil springs have not become untied and 
are not badly dislocated, the Neversag 
may be applied directly over the old 
webbing. If the bottom of the chair looks 
a mess and everything seems loose, it is 
better to discard the old webbing. 

To start the job, first re-tie any loose 
coils at the top where the coil springs 
meet the seat. Then replace strips of 
webbing with Neversag, stretching each 
strip taut with the notched block of 
wood that is supplied by the manufac- 
turer. Last, secure each coil spring at 
the bottom by twisting its end into a 
couple of loops in the new webbing. 

If the fabric covering of the chair is 
in poor condition, it should be replaced. 
This part of the job is as easy if not 
easier than fitting a slip cover. Actually, 
the most difficult part will probably be 
the removal of numerous tacks used in 
the original installation. An old screw- 
driver and a hammer are good tools for

getting the stubborn ones out of the 
hardwood frame. 

For a new fabric you can duplicate the 
original material and pattern or select 
one that is entirely new. It would be 
wise to avoid heavy fabrics since it may 
be impossible to sew them on a home 
sewing machine. You may want to con- 
sider one of the vinyl materials which 
can be obtained in simulated leather or 
silk or in various printed designs and 
colors. The covering shown in the illus- 
trations is Boltaflex, a supported vinyl 
upholstery material that is.made by the 
General Tire and Rubber Company. 

While carefully removing the old cov- 
ering, make notes and sketches con- 
cerning the method of installation. This 
information will prove invaluable when 
used in reverse order as the new fabric 
goes on. Also save each piece of old ma- 
terial to use as a rough pattern when 
cutting out the new. (Cut about two

If the original finish is in good condi- 
tion, but dingy, give it a cleaning with 
a fairly strong solution of Spic and Span 
and apply a coat or two of varnish or 
lacquer followed by a good polishing.

It probably will be necessary to build 
up the rails of the frame platform so 
that the Zigger Wire will be on the same 
plane as the surface of the old springs. 
After installing the Zigger Wires, cover 
their metal surfaces with burlap. A foam 
rubber pad, held in place with a muslin 
covering, goes over the burlap. If the 
foam is to be the final cushion on an 
overstuffed chair, it should be four or 
five inches thick; if a loose cushion is to 
be used, it need not be more than an inch 
thick. 

Some of the old padding that is in good 
condition can be salvaged, but it is best 
to replace the padding in the seat and 
backrest with foam. The urethane foam 
illustrated is a product of the Mobay 
Chemical Co., Pittsburgh, Pa. It is very 
soft, yet tough and extremely light- 
weight. For working, it can be sliced, 
sawn, stapled or glued. The thick pieces 
of foam used for the backrests and the 
one used for the cushion in our project 
were cut to shape with a band saw. A 
sheet of paper between the foam and the 
metal table surface reduced the friction 
so that it was easy to follow the cutting 
line. 

Make the welting on a sewing ma- 
chine, using a cording attachment or a 
zipper foot to sew in the upholsterer’s 
cording. Loosen the tension, lighten the 
foot and sew with a coarse No. 3 or No. 
4 needle, making six to eight stitches per 
inch with heavy-duty thread. The fab- 
ric should be at least one-and-a-half 
inches wide and preferably cut on the 
bias if the material has grain. Seams 
should be avoided where possible as 
they always leave lumps. 

In applying the fabric over the muslin 
base, be sure to stretch it taut so that it 
will not wrinkle. Temporarily tack it in 
place at strategic points and then per- 
manently fasten it with a staple gun or 
tacks, working from the center out to 
the ends. Where the fastenings are in 
exposed areas, they can be concealed by 
tacking through half-inch cardboard 
strips on the underside of the material 
and then pulling the fabric over. Where 
they cannot be concealed, it is best to 
cover them [Continued on page 163]

OPTICS IN A SHOE 


A shoe box viewer will provide hours 
of fun for any youngster and also 
aid in teaching him the fundamentals of 
optics. Simple to build, it can be finished 
in half an hour, using the shoe box, some 
extra cardboard and a piece of wax 
paper. 

When the viewer is aimed at an ob- 
ject or scene, preferably outdoors, an 
inverted image is produced on a mov- 
able wax paper screen within. Slide the 
screen forward and a wide-angle image 
is formed; slide the screen toward the 
rear and the field narrows to produce 
a telephoto effect. The lens which makes 
this possible is simply a small hole of 
;-inch diameter at the front center. 

Cut the parts as shown in the draw- 
ing. Then assemble them, using rubber 
cement to secure the wax paper to the 
frame and glue to secure the slide to 
the frame. A coat of flat black paint 
will eliminate reflections within the 
box.—R. J. Capotosto

4 be plain and rather obvious type of high-fidelity speaker cabinet 
will often stand out like a sore thumb in a well-decorated room. 
A current solution is camouflage and the handsome piece shown 
above was designed with that purpose. Dummy drawers and a 
dummy door give it the appearance of a miniature credenza—a fine 
piece of furniture to enhance the room. 

This particular cabinet was made of U. S. Plywood’s richly-grained 
walnut plywood.

Use a sharp blade and don’t 
stall when feeding the work through the 
saw as any irregularities in the plywood 


edges will show through when they are 
later covered with a thin strip. 

Dado cuts must be made for the basic 
assembly and it pays to make a trial cut 
in a scrap piece of wood to be sure of a 
good fit. If you lack a dado cutter, make 
a series of cuts with the regular blade, 
starting with the two outside cuts and 
then clearing out the area between. A

When the shelf, sides, top and bottom 
have been cut, assemble them without 
glue to check for squareness. If every- 
thing is all right, take them apart and 
apply Weldwood Presto-Set white glue 
to the joints. Then apply pressure with 
long bar clamps, using wooden blocks 
under the jaws to protect the surfaces 
of the cabinet. As little as an hour’s pres- 
sure is needed with this particular glue, 
so you can set the assembly aside and it 
will be ready when you have completed 
the next phase of the work. 

The front frame sections are cut with 
a jig saw. For a smooth cut, use a fine 
blade and a fast speed if your saw has 
variable speeds. Take careful measure- 
ments for the miter cuts because the 
frame should fit snugly into the cabinet. 
Spline joints are used at the corners for 
added strength. Cut %x%-inch rabbets 
in each end and shape the splines to fit 
flush at the corners. They are glued in 
place to assemble the frame. Then the 
brass grille can be cut to size with 
shears. However, it is not secured to the 
back of the frame until the wood has 
been finished. At that time, it must be 
firmly attached with a roundhead screw 
and a washer at each grid so that there 
will be no vibrations. 

The speaker mounting board is com- 
pleted next. Allowing for the grille 
cloth, it is cut for the same snug fit in 
the cabinet and the hole is made in the 
center for the speaker. Then the grille 
cloth is stretched over it and secured at 
the rear with staples. The Audax 
speaker, one of a pair made by Rek- 
O-Kut (Model A120-X), is securely 
mounted with screws so that it will not 
vibrate. At this point the dummy 
drawer panel is also cut and grooved 
down the center to simulate the dividing 
line. 

Next, allowing for the thickness of 
the grille frame, grille and speaker panel 
plus a %-inch recess, the front back-up 
and base cleats are installed inside the 
cabinet. The rear and bottom cleats for 
the back and the mounting base follow. 
Then the mounting base is cut from solid 
stock and decorative edges are run off 
on a shaper. Take care not to damage the 
miters when shaping. This base is also 
assembled with splines at the corners for 
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added strength and rigidity. 

Weldwood Flexible Wood-Trim may 
now be applied to all plywood edges that 
would be exposed on assembly of the 
finished piece. Sand all the plywood 





edges and cut the Wood-Trim to length. 
Then, to avoid errors, identify each 
piece of trim with a number or letter 
and apply Contact Cement to both sur- 
faces. Position the trim with care be- 
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cause this cement grabs © 


quickly and it would be 
very difficult if not impos- 
sible to reposition these 
strips. Use a roller or tap 


the trim along its length’ 
to assure perfect contact, | 


Then trim the excess with 
a knife or razor blade and 
sand the edges. 

For a real professional- 
looking job, it is now ad- 
visable to finish the parts 
before assembly. In this 
way there will be no 
build-up of stain or var- 
nish in the corners and all 
the joints will look clean. 
Begin by moistening the 
surface of the wood and 
letting it dry. This will 
raise any fuzzy grain and 
allow you to get a super- 
smooth surface when you 
sand with a very fine 
paper. Next apply a paste 
filler-stain according to 
the directions on the can. 

When the filler is dry, 
apply a coat of varnish 
thinned 50% with turpen- 
tine as a sealer. When 
three or more coats of 
full-strength varnish are 
applied, sanding lightly 
between each coat to form 
a tooth for the next. The 
final coat can be hand 
rubbed for a lustrous fin- 
ish. Use a thin paste of 
pumice stone and oil or 
water and rub gently with 
the grain of the wood, 
keeping the paste wet. The 
surface will come up fairly 
smooth. However, a final 
rubbing with a paste made 
from even finer rotten 
stone will really give you 
a finish that will draw ex- 
clamations. A coat of wax 
tops it off. 

The piece is then as- 
sembled with ample glue 
and screws for rigidity 
and moved in to grace 
your living room. *

fence an estimated 750,000 air con- 
ditioners being installed on cars 
this year it’s a foregone conclusion there 
will be a lot more attention paid to the 
cooling system and engine efficiency. 
And unless there is a better understand- 
ing of how air conditioners work a lot of 
motorists are going to be mighty hot and 
bothered this summer. 

Let’s look at the familiar kitchen re- 
frigerator. Here we find the same basic 
plan as in the car except for the com- 
pressor which is driven by the engine of 
the car instead of by an electric motor. 
Ice cools by absorbing heat as it melts. A 
refrigerant cools by absorbing heat dur- 
ing its process of changing from a liquid 
form to a vapor. Keep in mind that a 
transfer of heat is always from a warm 
object to a cooler one. 

Seems simple enough but the problem 
is that in an automobile we have to 
saddle this load on the car’s cooling sys- 
tem at a time when things are already at 
the sizzling point! Putting it frankly, the 
air conditioner is no better than the ef- 
ficiency of the car’s cooling system. Let 
the car develop radiator trouble and the

chances are there will be a temporary 
halt in cooling comfort. 

Here, briefly, are the essential steps 
to car cooling: The compressor picks up 
the heated refrigerant vapor from the 
system and discharges it into a con- 
denser which is located just ahead of the 
engine’s radiator. The vapor goes into 
liquid form, throwing off heat into the 
passing air currents. From here the 
liquid refrigerant goes to the receiver 
and then through an expansion valve 
into the evaporator where it boils and 
goes back into vapor. This process cools 
the evaporator and the air surrounding 
it. Finally the vapor is drawn back into 
the inlet of the compressor to start the 
cycle all over again. 

The air conditioner is usually inde- 
pendent of the car’s ventilating and 
heating system. There is some similarity 
in that it has a blower to move air across 
the evaporator coils and into the car’s 
body. Ducts and louvers are provided 
for even distribution of cooled air. 

Systems vary somewhat in their de- 
tails. Buick, for instance, uses a small 
muffler between the compressor and the 
condenser. After leaving the condenser 
the liquid (Freon) is forced into the re- 
ceiver (a sort of storage tank) so that

there is always sufficient refrigerant to 
be fed to and then through the evapora- 
tor. This receiver is also a dehydrator 
for removing all traces of moisture. 

In the Falcon there’s a fusible plug at 
the bottom of the receiver which will let 
the refrigerant escape before its tem- 
perature exceeds 231°. 

Compressors may be the rotary or 
reciprocating type. They must be 
equipped with a means of disengage. 


WHEN manual control is switched on in 
humid weather, the evaporator may ice up. 
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ment when no cooling is needed or if 
cooling becomes excessive while the sys- 
tem is in operation. A magnetic clutch 
with a thermostatic switch is the popu- 
lar way of handling this. The compres- 
sor also has a reservoir for its own 
lubrication. 

Not only does the compressor rob the 
engine of some of its power, but heat 
given off by the condenser passes 
through the engine’s radiator core at the

very time the latter needs cooler air. 
Many cars with automatic transmissions 
also have an oil cooler at the bottom of 
the engine radiator so that the transmis- 
sion’s efficiency won’t be impaired by 
operation of the air conditioner. That 
everything does work out is a tribute to 
the skill of the car makers and the air 
conditioner manufacturers. But no sys- 
tem will operate satisfactorily unless 
certain rules are followed and precau- 
tions observed. 

If you keep the conditioner on Manual 
for continuous operation on a very 
humid day the evaporator will ice up 
and it will in time cut off the air flow. 
Under such conditions it is better to set 
the conditioner for Automatic operation 
so that it will not exceed its limit of ef- 
ficiency. 

On some cars the heater core is close

AN eclipse of the 
moon with 99% 
totality is going to 
be visible over the 
continental United 
States on Friday 
evening, August 25. 
It will be perfectly 
timed for amateur 
space-age camera fans. Eastern viewers 
will see the entire phenomenon after 
dark. Westerners will view a colorful 
partly eclipsed moonrise at dusk. 

These events take place when our 
natural satellite passes through the long 
conical shadow cast out into space by 
the earth. The eclipse will begin at 
8:36 p.m., Central Daylight Time and 
will end at 11:42 p.m. Local sunset 
across the nation that day will be about

7:40 p.m. So, mark your calendar now! 
This eclipse occurs within hours of 

the moon’s monthly perigee, or the 

closest point in its orbit to us. This of 

course affords the largest possible image 

of the moon on film. However, tele- 7 
photo lenses or lenses of long focal 
length are recommended for picture 
taking. Movie scenes will be enhanced 
by slow sweeps toward the moon with 
the popular zoom lenses. 

For motion-picture fans, the actual 
transit of the moon into or out of eclipse 
can be reproduced by the elapsed-time 
method. This requires placing the moon 
in the finder so there is ample room 
for it to traverse the field as the earth 
rotates. After adjusting the lens aper- 7 
ture for the slightly longer single-frame 
shutter speed, and winding the camera, % 
the release button is pushed every sec-

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HOW TO INSTALL

HE easiest way to get a new ceiling 

is by installing—ceiling tiles! And 

if you are contemplating this home im- 
provement, consider the installation of 
sound-absorbing tiles. Heretofore one 
drawback of sound-absorbing tiles was 
the fact that they could not be washed 
to remove kitchen dirt and grease. How- 
ever, this is no longer the case with 
Allied Chemical’s plastic-coated tile, 
called Vinyl-Coustic. These tiles are

either factory-installed or as an accessory 
unit for installation by Chevy dealers. This 
special Corvair job uses a three-speed 
blower to recirculate cooled air. While of 
the same basic design as the Cool Pack 
system for 1961 Chevy passenger cars, 
there are some special points of difference 
such as the fact that the compressor rotates 
in the opposite direction to the compressor 
in all other Chevrolet installations. The 
condenser is atop the engine and shrouded 
so that outside air entering the engine 
blower must first pass through the con- 
denser. Take care not to drip oil on the 
engine shrouding when checking oil for 
the compressor. It is not necessary to dis- 
connect refrigerant lines or purge the re- 
frigerant from the system if the condenser 
and shroud have to be moved to replace 
the fan belt or make a carburetor adjust- 
ment. 

Like the ARA President model, the Vor- 
nado Mark IV is available as a trunk unit. 
This type installation is for those wheel 
twirlers who like a custom job and where 
cars have extra luggage compartment 
space. Here the evaporator and blower are 
located in the trunk. A special feature is 
the efficient placing of the air discharge 
ducts. 

The trend in factory installations is to 
combine the air conditioning and heating 
systems through the use of the same 
blower. Factory installations also include 
a greater radiator capacity and a larger fan 
that cuts out at higher speeds or in accord- 
ance with temperature conditions. 

Much needs to be cleared up regarding 
use of permanent-type antifreeze in the 
cooling systems of cars with air condition- 
ing. Consider the case of John Doe. With a 
60 per cent solution of ethylene glycol in 
the system, the boiling point was raised to 
231°. He rightly figured that the engine 
would run hotter with the conditioner op- 
erating and he knew his antifreeze would 
help prevent coolant loss through the over- 
flow, but he failed to figure that this was 
covering up an urgent need for service. 
The engine did not immediately lose cool- 
ant, but it ran much too hot. This thinned 
down the oil, affected the hydraulic valve 
lifters—and pinging. Then on a long hill 
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things began to happen. Suddenly the en. 
gine’s temperature hit the danger point, 
the automatic transmission began slipping 
and the radiator pressure cap’s valve 
opened up. A real mess. 

Use of long-lasting antifreeze is impor. 
tant, but be sure the cooling system is in 
top form. Make certain that ignition timing 
is on the nose, that there is no slipping in 
the automatic transmission and that the 
engine operates on high octane gas—if 
specs call for it. 

Incidentally, the cooling system depends 
upon the number and size of passengers 
carried. Body heat means extra work for 
the air conditioner. If the car has been 
standing in the sun you should always 
drive a mile or two with the windows open 
to get the inside temperature down to nor- 
mal before switching on the air condi- 
tioner. 

During traffic stops it is better not to 
use the conditioner. Prolonged idling at 
temperatures above 90° will cause exces- 
sively high compressor pressure. Also, 
switch off the system when climbing long 
grades. 

In winter, operate the system twice a 
month so as to keep oil around the seal in 
the compressor. Unless this is done there 
will be leakage of refrigerant from the 
system and insufficient cooling later. Inci- 
dentally, when the system does not seem 
to be doing a good job, check the ducts for 
the car’s heater and defroster. Warm out- 
side air may be entering here. 

Oldsmobile points out that sweating of 
the air discharge nozzle may mean that the 
heater valve is not fully closed or that 
there’s an air leak at the cowl or floor pan. 
However, frosting of the low pressure inlet 
valve of the evaporator is a different story. 
Here the trouble may be due to a defective 
evaporator valve or to an improperly ad- 
justed “hot gas” by-pass valve. 

A blown fuse for the blower will, of 
course, make the system ineffective. Fail- 
ure will also result if the clutch doesn’t get 
into the act when the conditioner is turned 
on or doesn’t cut in when the automatic 
control calls for more compressor action 
after a rest period. The magnetic clutch 
draws less than two amperes, but the 
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blower on High draws as much as 7.5 am- 
peres. Keep the generator and battery in 
top form. 

You can observe the refrigerant flowing 
in the system by looking at the sight glass 
on top of the receiver while the cooling 
control is set at maximum and the engine 
is running at 1500 rpm. If foam appears, the 
refrigerant supply is low. More refrigerant 
is needed until bubbles disappear. Depend- 
ing on the system’s capacity, a little more 
refrigerant should then be added for good 
measure. The refrigerant must be handled 


_ carefully. Car owners are urged to leave 


the actual job of adding refrigerant to a 
mechanic who specializes in this sort of 
work. Safety goggles should be worn when 
working on any part of the system. Keep 
this in mind if you are doing motor work 
and might accidentally open up a line. 

It will help the system do a better job on 
a summer day if you have remembered to 
keep the engine’s radiator and the evapora- 
tor free of leaves and insects. Make sure 
that the fan belt is tight enough and that 
the engine has enough oil. Cool, man! ®

front apron contains the gain control (R1), 
the canopy-type switch (S1), and the talk- 
listen selector switch (S2). You should 
plan to have the input transformer (T1) 
physically adjacent to Rl and the pentode 
amplifier V1. Connections between these 
parts are high impedance paths and will 
pick up hum unless made as direct as pos- 
sible. The remaining wiring plan is not 
critical. The hum will not be objectionable 
unless you are careless with your grounds, 
or have used leads that are too long. 


Complete the filament and power supply 
circuits first, then add the small resistors 
and capacitors. The pentode couplate 
should be installed after all other wiring 
is finished. The couplate is a printed elec- 
tronic circuit that replaces three capacitors 
and two resistors. 


When the radio has been wired, aligned, 
tested and installed on the wall panel you 
can begin testing the intercom. Prelimi- 
nary tests on the fully wired intercom 
should be performed with the AC plug dis- 
connected from the power line. 

1. Test the filament circuit by connecting the 


ohmmeter from the plus side of the selenium 
rectifier to the chassis. It should read 2,500 
ohms. 


2. To test the plate and screen circuits, con- 
nect the ohmmeter between pin No. 4 of V2 
and the chassis. Reading should be about 
3.300 ohms. 

3. With the spring-loaded talk-listen switch 
at listen, connect the ohmmeter between the 
ungrounded remote-speaker terminal screw on 
the output terminal board and the ungrounded 
lug of the local-speaker voice coil. The reading 
should be about 10 ohms. 

4. Release the spring switch and keep the 
ohmmeter in the same position. Reading should 
be about 10 ohms. 

5. Turn S1 off. Connect ohmmeter between 
points of the AC line cord plug. Reading should 
be infinite. Caution: the chassis is at the po- 
tential of one of the legs of the AC line. in 
testing, with it exposed be careful not to touch 
a grounded object and the chassis at the same 
time. 


When tests are completed attach the in- 
tercom to the panel by the three large nuts 
that hold the controls (S1, S2, R1) to the 
front apron. Use knobs with recessed set- 
screws or friction-lock inserts to avoid 
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having metal parts common to the chassis 
coming through to the front panel. 

The remote speaker outside your front 
door should be well protected. We used 
an ICA 3988 metal case, calked against the 
weather. As the speakers also function as 
microphones they should be of good qual- 
ity. Internal wiring to the input plugs 
should follow local wiring codes so check 
with the authorities. 

With the job finished the housewife’s lot 
will be a happier one. She will appreciate 
having a radio the kids can’t borrow and 
the steps saved by the intercom. ®

an eight-minute take. A rigid tripod is an 
absolute must. 

An interesting series-type photograph 
can be made with a “still” camera, such 
as the one shown on page 128. With the 
camera again anchored on a heavy tripod, 
the shutter is tripped every seven minutes. 
The turning of the earth spaces the images. 
Here too allowance must be made for the 
moon’s rising path in the sky. 

Pictures are much more impressive in 
color because the moon assumes varied 
hues as it enters the penumbra (partial 
shadow) , and the complete umbra shadow. 
A combination of the new faster films and 
lenses will record the faint coloring present 
at maximum eclipse, as well as show the 
striking “Japanese lantern” effect shortly 
before or after totality. 

The following clear sky values should be 
increased by a full diaphragm opening 
when the moon is low or if the air is very 
hazy. Settings for other films should be 
determined according to the ASA numbers 
indicated on their respective instruction 
sheets. All times are Central Daylight.

HE advantage of a cement 

flower box is its durability 
and the ease with which it can 
be made in quantity. Unlike 
wood it will not rot as a result 
of long contact with earth. Once 
the form has been made, cast- 
ing can be repeated again and 
again with little effort. The use 
of hardboard panels in the form 
shown give the finished article 
an appearance of solidity with- 
out clumsiness. As part of a 
decorative scheme which in- 
cludes masonry walls or a ter- 
race these cement vases are 
particularly effective. 

The forms should be made to 
the dimensions shown on the 
diagram. Nail the crosspieces to 
the sides and after cutting out 


PANELED effected brings out a 
charm unsuspected in cement. 





FORM (left) gives box its outside shape. CORE position can be seen before fourth 
Core (right) determines inner dimensions. side is attached prior to pouring cement. 
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the hardboard panels 
give the edges a 45° 
bevel and nail them 
to the insides.

To prevent the 
wood from warping 
give it two coats of 
asphaltum paint.

The materials you 
need are Portland ce- 
ment, sharp sand and 
wire about ;;-inch 
in diameter.

Dry 
mix one part cement 
and 2% parts of sand, 
then add water until 
the mixture is thor- 
oughly damp.

he a picnic table that will accom- 
modate a large family or a flock of 
visiting relatives? This one seats up to 
13. The L shape, originally devised to 
fit a corner in our back yard, has proved 
to be even more desirable than a 
straight table of equal area, perhaps be- 
cause it gets away from the institutional, 
regimented feeling usually associated 
with extra long tables. 

Sturdy, yet relatively light in weight, 
the table features a top made of Simp- 
son Co. redwood and aluminum legs 
which are easily assembled with spe- 
cial fittings held by setscrews. To obtain 
the necessary rigidity, a framework 
constructed of 2x4 stock is employed. 
Lapped end joints, waterproof glue and 
brass screws are combined for lasting 
outdoor strength. 

Begin by cutting the 2x4 frame lum- 
ber to size and making the rabbets for 
the corner joints. Then assemble all the 
pieces to check the size and fit before 
boring pilot holes for the screws. The 
pilot holes are also counterbored about 
*; inch so that the screw heads may be 
covered with Plastic Wood filler. The 
frame can then be assembled, using 
waterproof glue in all joints. 

The top boards are next cut to size 
and the edges are beveled and sanded 
smooth. Then the five boards running in 
each direction are spaced equally and 
pilot holes are bored and counterbored 
for the screws, the heads of which are 
again covered with filler. 

Aluminum tubing is cut to size for 
the legs and braces with a tubing cut- 
ter or hack saw. The fittings are alumi- 
num, too, and they are rather easy to 
work with since they are just slipped 
on and tightened with setscrews; the 
tubing does not have to be threaded. 
Both the tubing and the special fittings 
are a product of the John Hosking Co., 
1704 Howland Place, Cincinnati 23, 
Ohio, and are available at many hard- 
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FLANGES are secured with screws at each 
corner on the bottom of the redwood frame.

ware dealers. To do the job, you'll need 
43 linear feet of %4-inch tubing, six 
flanges and 12 crossover elbows. When 
inserting the legs into the flanges, be 
sure to seat them properly by driving 
them home with a rubber mallet. Use 
crutch tips on the leg bottoms to pre- 
vent them from marring the ground. 
Though redwood has natural dura- 
bility, the ultraviolet rays of the sun will 
darken it.

retain the rich coloring, a finish should 
be applied.

Meat Grinder Bracket 


VERY housewife knows the frustration of 
using a meat grinder that swings and sways 
instead of staying put. Happily, like most of life’s 
little problems, this one too has a solution: A 
sliding metal bracket built into the kitchen sink 
counter. 

Made of %-inch thick, steel or aluminum plate, 
this bracket is located beneath the counter top 
and slides out just far enough to permit the 
grinder clamp to grip it. When not in use the 
bracket slides into the cabinet and out of the way, 
like a drawer. 

The bracket—from 14 to 20 inches long de- 
pending on the depth of the counter—slides along 
two side runners. Its installation involves cut- 
ting a slot through the front frame of the counter 
just below the metal rim molding. This is done 
by first drilling a series [Continued on page 152]

of closely spaced holes having the same 
diameter as the plate’s thickness, then 
squaring the slot with a chisel. 

Saw the bracket to a length equal to the 
horizontal clearance behind the slot. Drill 
a %-inch finger hole at the front center 
and (if the clamp of your grinder does 
not pull up all the way), two %- or %4- 
inch holes at the sides for the dowels that 
fit in the spacer block. Since the holes for 
these dowels must line up with the plate 
holes, it is best to drill them through both 
the metal plate and the spacer block at the 
same time. This 4x4-inch spacer block 
should be of a thickness equal to that of 
the counter molding. Also, to prevent 
pulling the bracket out too far, attach a 
narrow stop block across the bottom of this 
plate as shown in the drawing. 

Now remove enough drawers in the cab- 
inet to give yourself access to the under- 
side of the counter top and, while holding 
the metai plate straight back, attach two 
runners with wood screws leaving only 
enough play to permit the plate to slide. 
With the gluing of the two dowel pins into 
their holes in the spacer block so they 
project about % inch, project is complete. 

Now you can grind away to your heart’s 
content with nary a wiggle from your 
meat-grinder appliance. ® 
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MIXTURE of cement, sand and water, rein- 
forced by wire at corners is tamped down. 


depth of two inches then tamp it down 
hard. Add more mix and tamp again then 
place a wire, bent at a right angle in each 
corner. Continue adding and tamping the 
mix until about two inches from the top 
then put in another set of wires. When the 
form is full, smooth the top off and break 
the corners slightly with a trowel. Remove 
the dowel and let set. 

After two hours carefully invert the 
cement-filled form, and pull out the core. 
Allow another 12 hours for setting then 
loosen the catches and remove the form. 
Cover the flower box with a damp cloth. 
After several days of curing, a good-look- 
ing stone-gray, flower box will be ready. 

To make colored cement, work the same 
way but mix in a dry mineral color be- 
fore the water is added. For a white mix- 
ture use white cement and white sand. By 
designing different forms built on the same 
principle the demands of each decorative 
problem can be met individually, and 
where quantity is required, with a mini- 
mum of labor.—Dick Hutchinson

nate this fraudulent loophole. The license 
would include a recognizable picture of the 
driver, his fingerprints and an accurate 
physical description. 

There is another type of driving menace 
(a few of which I’ve known)—those who 
keep their license active although they 
haven’t owned or driven a car in many 
years. These people are out of practice 
and, in some cases, not accustomed to mod- 
ern cars. On renewal of every National 
License the driver should be made to 
swear that he has driven approximately 
so many miles since his last renewal, and 
he should be prepared to prove it. I know 
one 78-year-old woman who still has an 
active New York State license although 
she hasn’t driven in several years. But, 
“if the fancy bit her” (as they say in Gloc- 
camorra), she could buy or rent a car 
tomorrow and be legally licensed to drive 
to Chicago from New York, non-stop, as 
fast as the law allows. 

Oldsters with slowed-down reactions 
often become menaces on the highways 
and cause many accidents. After reaching 
a certain age (though the person may have 
been driving for 50 years) , a Doctor’s Cer- 
tificate as to physical efficiency should ac- 
company each renewal application. My 
own late father was a great driver for many 
years and drove over a million miles in his 
day. But slightly after he reached 70 years 
of age, a short trip with him at the wheel 
was like getting a ride in a missile with 
the hatch covers open. 

On the other hand, several drivers I 
know who have passed 70 are still perfectly 
safe on the road. Take, for instance, my 
pal, Paul Whiteman. Just last year Paul 
drove alone from New York to Florida and 
back three times, and from New York to 
California and back twice. Paul is as alert 
and capable as he was at 40, and certainly 
no “menace” whatsoever. Jack Ruther- 
furd, to give you another for-instance, won 
the Speed Trials Championship at Daytona 
at the age of 69 when he drove better than 
165 mph. No blanket rule should knock 
everyone out strictly because of age. A 
physical exam should be the determining 
factor. 


Habitual traffic violators and those who 
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are accident-prone should be forced to 
undergo checks for emotional stability in 
order to obtain a license renewal—or they 
can get off the roads. There are dozens of 
precautions that should be taken, including 
physical and mental fitness examinations, 
reaction time tests, eyesight exams and, 
most of all, tests of knowledge and ability 
in all phases of car-handling, especially 
under emergency conditions. A National 
License would enable the Federal Agency 
to have a complete record of every driver 
on the road from the day his license was 
first issued until the day he dies. The ex- 
aminations would be standardized, from 
the Bayou country to One Sutton Place in 
New York. In this way, the chances of 
your family being wiped out on a turnpike 
by some swamp kook whose uncle was the 
local sheriff will be lessened somewhat. 

While we’re making work for the Feds, 
let’s get the government to set up uniform 
rules, regulations and road signs for all 
Federal highways in the United States. In 
other words, standardize the rules so that 
a guy from Oregon doing what would be 
perfectly legal back home won’t get 
knocked off in Georgia for doing the same 
thing. Today, in some sections of the 
country, it is perfectly legal to pass when 
there is only a single solid line down the 
middle of the road. In other states, you'll 
wind up in the local hoosegow for doing it. 
In many places you can make a right turn 
on red; in others, you’ll get clobbered for 
doing it. I say let’s get one set of rules 
everyone can follow and remember. 

On many Federal highways, ridiculous 
speed traps are deliberately set up to pro- 
vide a major part of some town’s income. 
Recently in one state an investigation was 
started of three small towns that trapped 
(and skinned) “speedsters” on Federal 
highways by devious means. One town, 
with a population of 61 (!) had an income 
of over $29,000 in 1960 from traffic viola- 
tors. This constituted better than 98 per 
cent of the entire income for the burg for 
that year. 

In other sections City Limit signs sev- 
eral miles in each direction from miserable, 
grubby hamlets advise you that 35 mph is 
the speed limit, although nothing is in view 
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but a swamp and some trees. As you leave 
the small cluster of shacks which they call 
“cities,” one of the easiest ways I know 
of to lighten your wallet is to speed up as 
soon as it looks safe to do it, the roadside 
being barren and deserted. This can be 
your undoing. The 35 mph signs are often 
cleverly concealed and often carried as far 
as a mile or two beyond any sign of even 
the most primitive evidences of civiliza- 
tion. This situation exists today, on Fed- 
eral highways, built with your taxes. 
Under conditions as they are at present, 
any slightly larcenous character with 50 
or 60 mangy friends can buy a strip of land 
along a Federal highway in some states, 
move all their rubble in, call it a city and 
have a thriving business going which pays 
thousands of dollars a year via the speed- 
trap route. This may sound absurd but 
the fact is: Don’t tempt them—you haven’t 
achance! 

A Federal Highway Supervisor (prefer- 
ably of the non-corruptible variety) should 
decide what speed limits should be on what 
Federal highways and how far they should 
be extended. 


With true Federal highway control and 
National Driver’s Licenses, when a man 
gets a bad deal anywhere in the country 
(which might mean having his license re- 
voked or suspended) he should have the 
right to be heard by a Federal court which 
will determine whether he was or was not 
unjustly condemned. As things are today, 
some crackerbarrel character in a bath- 
robe (and I witnessed such a performance) 
is in a magnificent position to employ a 
shakedown. This joker has the power, 
under the law, to lift your license for 
“speeding.” This could be ruinous for 
many businessmen, even though the whole 
charge be frame and fraud. 

A few years ago the writer witnessed 
acase where a man was unjustly arrested 
for speeding. He rightly said he hadn’t 
been speeding—and he wasn’t; I was in the 
car with him. The so-called “Justice of 
the Peace” nevertheless fined him 20 
bucks. The victim protested to the J. P. 
that what he objected to most was the 
black mark the fine would put on his 
driver’s license. Without batting an eye, 
the J. P. said, “Son, for an extra 20 we can 
forget the whole thing.” He did. There 
was no mark put on my friends’ license. 
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A National Driver’s License could save a 
lot of headaches and, I believe, many lives. 
Federally-standardized regulations on all 
government roads would eliminate thou- 
sands of abuses and give us, the drivers, a 
better deal all around. ®

become pretty uncomfortable. 

The Gordini features a four-speed gear- 
box. The shift lever is of the “uncertain” 
variety, meaning you’re never quite sure 
what gear you’re in or whether it’s going 
to come off.in your hand. This is a four- 
door sedan and when the two front pas- 
senger seats are pushed all the way back, 
the legroom in the rear will soon make you 
wish they’d stretched the body size a foot 
or more. To say the rear-seat legroom is 
ample for anyone much larger than a Brus- 
sel sprout would be a prevarication, senior 
grade. 

Now that we’ve launched the Gordini 
with something less than bubbling enthu- 
siasm, let’s get on with the goodies. It 
has a barrel of these, too. At high cruising 
speeds (meaning 65-70 mph) this car is 
remarkably stable in a heavy crosswind 
and shows great resistance to road wander, 
something which can’t be said for its

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closest rival. It corners like a weasel in 
a drain pipe and actually has a great deal 
of true sports car feel over third- and 
fourth-class roads. The ride is extremely 
comfortable and more shockproof than its 
closest rival’s over rutted roads. In con- 
trolled spins, at no time do you feel in 
trouble, regardless of how hard you push 
it. After getting the car, we made some 
test runs on Daytona Beach and then took 
it out to the International Speedway where 
we gave it a thorough wringing-out over 
all the sports car roads that make up the 
various courses. Through the gears, the 
little high-speed engine sounds like you’re 
raising hell but you don’t feel you’re get- 
ting enough done in each gear, if you have 
one eye cocked on the speedometer. 

We realized that bare figures on a cor- 
rected speedometer would soon show us 
the comparative merits of the Gordini 
versus Car X from Wolfsburg, Germany. 
We also felt that a toe-to-toe battie in the 
flesh would be more convincing. With 
this in mind, we called on Ellwood Motors 
in Daytona, distributors of Teutonic prod- 
ucts, and tried the two cars side-by-side. 
Bear in mind that the Gordini has had its 
horsepower raised roughly 25 per cent (to 
40 bhp), which is exactly what its rival 
claims. The Gordini is more than 100 
pounds lighter but the rival has an engine 
of larger displacement and claims 16 foot- 
pounds more torque, which it undoubtedly 
has. 

The Gordini hits its maximum power at 
5000 rpm; the rival at just under 4000. 
This is possibly why the Gordini sounds 
faster, until you get out a watch. Actually, 
in a series of drag races between the two 
cars, they proved to be about as identical 
in performance as any two cars of different 
makes could possibly be. The winner each 
time up to 50-60 mph, where each contest 
was flagged off, was the car that got the 
best start. Only two-tenths of a second 
separates them in a 0-60 mph run. The 
Gordini averaged 20.4 seconds for 0-60 
mph. Top speed of both cars is between 
72-75 mph, depending on the wind. The 
rival, despite its larger size but thanks to 
its additional torque, will outpull the Gor- 
dini against a headwind. One spot where 
the Gordini is outstanding is in gas econ- 
omy. Here it will out-perform its rival 
by close to ten miles per gallon.’ As they 
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say in Peoria, “That ain’t hay in the budget 
department.” If you can’t get 40 mpg with 
this job, put it in high gear and release the 
emergency brake. 

There are many nice little touches in 
the Gordini which show a lot of real 
thought, such as the easily removable 
filter in the heating unit and the great ac- 
cessibility of the engine, which is about as 
easy to work on as a single ice cube ina 
large salad bowl. For a suburban get- 
around-and-shopping car, many women 
will find the Gordini a real dream bucket. 

In summing up, there is much to recom- 
mend in this car, providing the faults we’ve 
already outlined don’t get in your particu- 
lar way. The horn, with its two tones for 
city and country, is the greatest in the 
small car field and gives the Dauphine a 
distinctive, connoisseur touch. It has two 
open glove boxes on the dash (one small 
and one large) which will prove extremely 
useful. It has a deep side pocket in each 
front door—a convenience we Yankees 
should have stolen years ago or, to be more 
accurate, should have kept when we had 
it years ago. Another Dauphine feature 
which tops its two-door rival is the sliding- 
open rear windows. This isn’t my favorite 
way of having a window work but on the 
rival car the rear windows don’t open at 
all, unless you have a hammer handy. 


The trunk is real great and should hold 
at least 80 gallons of water. It is deep and 
McMichael feels it is large enough for him 
to close the lid and ride in without too 
much discomfort, aside from hard breath- 
ing, if we ever have to hustle him out of 
town during dark of night. Actually, over 
the road, especially the rough ones, this car 
rides as if it weighed a good 500 pounds 
more than it does. 

As you know, the Dauphine (which is 
the Gordini without pep pills) is the most 
popular four-door foreign car sold in the 
United States. Its closest rival only has 
two doors. This might explain why you 
may have done a double-take at some of 
the Renault ads in which it claims to be 
the “largest-selling four-door import.” 

In summing up the summing-up, this is 
no car for me because I’m too big. We all 
know that 50 Million Frenchmen Can’t Be 
Wrong but I find it hard to believe that 
some of them wouldn’t enjoy a little more 
footroom. ®

buy pilots’ handbooks showing detailed 
maps of critical areas in the U. S., Canada, 
Alaska, Europe and the Far East. The Reds 
have also been known to obtain from the 
Department of the Interior maps of North 
Carolina, Michigan, Illinois, Kentucky 
and areas around Washington, D. C. They 
can buy aerial photos of our airfields, ports 
and industrial complexes. All this material 
forms part of the excellent information 
services our government provides to en- 
lighten our citizens and promote commerce 
and industry. 

For the record, Russian agents sub- 
scribe to and read religiously 22 of our 
newspapers and 58 American magazines. 
They monitor our TV and pour over the 
press releases that are put out by hundreds 
of companies and government agencies. 
And all this material is theirs for the ask- 
ing! 

Besides stealing some of our atomic se- 
crets, they have in the past copied our 


planes, bombs, rockets and _ industrial 
equipment. The Reds joke openly about 
our stupidity in letting them steal so easily; 
asked if the Soviet Union had an atomic 
rocket engine, one Russian scientist said, 
“We will wait until the Americans finish 
theirs. Thus we will learn whether or not it 
is possible to build such engines without 
having to waste a lot of money ourselves.” 

We have turned Red espionage into a 
desk job. I believe J. Edgar Hoover has 
stated that 90 per cent of a spy’s time in any 
other country would be spent ferreting out 
information that we give away free. An ex- 
ample of our generosity with defense in- 
formation is a 1961 handbook put out by 
the National Aviation Education Council, 
an organization subsidized by the U. S. 
aviation industry. This book contains 
photos and detailed descriptions of the La- 
Crosse, Snark, Shillelagh, Sidewinder, 
Atlas, Discoverer, Minuteman, Eagle,

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Thor, Jupiter and Redstone missiles and 
lists the research and development firms 
that worked on them and the factories that 
built the finished weapons. 

Still other secret defense information 
gets to the Reds in the form of printed 
hearing books. These are public records of 
testimony given in Congressional hearings. 
Red spies scrutinize these records for clues 
to our military status. At one hearing an 
Air Force general testified that three- 
quarters of our Strategic Air Command 
(SAC) consisted of obsolescent B47s. At 
another, Army testimony detailed the in- 
adequacy of the 1961 budget for rifles and 
made comparisons between old and new 
weapons of the Army with regard to 
weight, ammunition capacity and range. A 
comparison of our weaponry with that of 
the Russians was also given in detail. 
Finally, an overall chart was published 
showing weapon requirements of the 
Army in every classification. 


The American press and TV, operating 
freely but sometimes not very responsibly, 
supplies a great deal of technical defense 
information to a largely nontechnical pub- 
lic—and also to a highly technical, open- 
eyed Russian intelligence system. The TV 
show, Meet The Press, on one occasion in- 
formed the world that at present the U. S. 
can make just 12 Polaris submarines a 
year, that it takes 30 months to three years 
to build one of these craft and that we need 
45 of them but have programmed only 21. 
Filling in, a major news magazine added 
that the Navy is searching for a way to si- 
lence these subs because the noise of their 
heating units and air conditioners make 
them easy to find. 

A well-known aviation magazine, fully 
aware that SAC is our survival lifeline 
today, ran a special issue devoted to that 
establishment and describing it in detail 
that must have delighted the Reds. The 
issue included a map indicating locations 
of SAC bases in Greenland, Canada, 
Alaska, Labrador, Newfoundland, Ber- 
muda, Puerto Rico, Guam, Spain, Eng- 
land, Morocco and the Azores; also a 
detailed chart of SAC organization, 
naming home bases, squads, configura- 
tions and numbers of missiles planned 
for each base. A map with red and 
black markers showed which bases were 
equipped with Atlas missiles, which with 
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Titan or Minuteman. 

A newspaper has described an Atlas site 
being built at Plattsburgh, N. Y. The story 
states that the date on which the base will 
go operational is “secret” but that it will 
probably be within two years. Details 
about sites near Plattsburgh, identified as 
the location of a SAC headquarters, are 
also given in the story. 

One company, anxious to set up its “cor- 
porate image” before the public, reveals 
the development of an atom smasher 100,- 
000 times more powerful than existing 
types; a chemical manufacturer reports a 
$25,000,000 contract to deliver the chemi- 
cal rocket fuel Hydrazine to the Air Force 
for use in Titan II ICBMs; the National 
Aeronautical and Space Administration 
tells the world it has contracted with North 
American Aviation to develop a 2,000,000- 
pound-thrust rocket engine; a fact sheet 
released by Marshall Space Flight Center, 
Huntsville, Ala., describes the structure 
and complex fueling of the Saturn missile 
in detail. 

We tell them what, where, when, why 
and how—how much we have and how 
much we pay for it. We give advance notice 
of things we are developing for the future 
and reveal the basic ideas that touch off 
new developments. Why are we so vocally 
indiscreet? The argument is that if one 
newspaper or magazine refrains from pub- 
lishing a story, its competitors will not; if 
one company fails to exploit its own prog- 
ress and capacity, it may lose out to other 
companies in the fierce competition for 
government contracts; if one branch of the 
armed forces fails to blow its own trumpet, 
it may have to take a back seat. 

And should the government try to clamp 
down on all of this talking, it is accused 
of threatening the freedom of the press, 
the right of the people to know and (what 
is not mentioned), the right of the nation 
perhaps to destroy itself! 

In the present circumstances it seems to 
me that our free society is going to have to 
discipline itself in the interest of its own 
survival. Yes, we must have a free press 
and we must not be afraid to speak our 
minds as individuals and as_ political 
leaders; but we must learn not to abuse 
these freedoms by engaging in loose talk 
and sloppy security that conceivably could 
contribute to the downfall of America and 
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the free world. 

A strict system of security classifications 
must be set up and adhered to and viola- 
tors penalized. We can’t expect competing 
companies to maintain a silence that would 
harm them in a situation where the loudest 
shouter gets the biggest orders. We must 
protect all our interests by enforcing si- 
lence on defense matters on all of them. 

Today the Reds get all but five per cent 
of the information they want through legal 
channels. This is suicidal madness and I 
urge every reader of MecHANrIx ILLuUs- 
TRATED and every citizen of the United 
States to use his precious freedom to de- 
mand a sane silence on defense secrets. ® 


Cooking Fish

to build a fire of glowing embers that will 
remain hot for 20 or more minutes. Hard- 
woods make the best fuel—hickory, oak, 
maple, birch or walnut. Where deciduous 
trees are scarce or nonexistent, settle for 
chokeberry or alder, mountain mahogany 
or juniper. Whenever possible take along 
a bag of charcoal. 

Don’t chop down live trees; green wood 
won't give a cooking fire. Likewise, don’t 
use dead wood found lying on the ground; 
this is usually wet or rotten and will give 
off more smoke than heat. Look for a dead 
hardwood tree that is standing or for a 
large windfall that has limbs not in contact 
with the ground. 

Chop the wood into quarter-inch kin- 
dling, then chop half a dozen sticks about 
18 inches long and two inches thick, then 
a dozen 12 inches long and four to five 
inches thick. Make a V-shaped fireplace 
of stones the size of bread loaves. 

Build a bed of tinder made from dried 
birch bark, wood shavings or grass, then 
cover this with some cut kindling and a 
few sticks of wood. Light the tinder. As 
the fire burns feed it with larger sticks. 
You don’t need a big fire. Keep it just 
large enough to form a bed of coals about 
12 inches across and four inches deep. 

Once the fire is going, fillet your fish— 
which should previously have been cleaned 
—using a very sharp, standard fillet knife. 
Follow these eight easy steps: (1) Lay the 
fish on a clean board; (2) Cut off the head; 

[Continued on next page] 
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(3) Start at the front of the fish and make 
a cut no deeper than the backbone; (4) 
Cut down into the flesh until you strike 
the ribs, then run the cut back to the be- 
ginning of the fin fillet area. Return to 
the start of the cut and pull outward on the 
flesh as you cut toward the belly. This 
works the fillet away from the bones; (5) 
Cut through the fish to the backbone just 
behind the front and lift away the entire 
fillet section; (6) Skin the fillet by cutting 
the flesh from the meat. Cut downward 
against the skin being careful not to cut 
through the skin; (7) Cut off the belly 
portion of the skinned fillet and throw it 
away. This part has a strong flavor that 
many find objectionable; (8) Finally, turn 
the fish over and fillet the other side. It 
should take you about two minutes to fillet 
any fish up to five pounds. 

By the time you have filleted enough 
fish you should have a bed of glowing coals 
in the fireplace. Start the water boiling 
for the potatoes and onions and then put 
the coffee on. Now peel the potatoes, 
quarter them and toss them, along with the 
onions, into the pot of boiling water. 

Wash and dry the fillets. Melt a table- 
spoon of margarine and stir it into the 
juice of one lemon. Brush this lightly on 
the fillets with the cooking brush, salt 
and pepper, then place the fish in the 
broiler grill. This grill—the long-handled, 
double-sided, hinged type—is then closed 
over the fish and set slantwise beside the 
fire. Don’t place it over the coals. Fish 
broiled above an open fire drip oil onto 
the coals and cause flareups which burn 
the fillets and give them a bitter taste. 
Cook until the meat becomes a flaky 
golden brown, then turn the fish and 
brown the other side. 

Bass, northern pike, muskellunge, pick- 
erel, walleyes, crappie and perch are all 
lean fish requiring a sauce. A tasty sauce 
is made as follows: Slice enough onions 
very thin to fill one cup. Slowly melt %4 
cup of margarine while you squeeze 
enough lime juice to fill four tablespoons. 
Simmer the onion slices in a little water 
until they’re tender. Stir in the other in- 
gredients. Salt and pepper lightly and 
you have a delicious fish sauce. 

Another favorite of northwoods anglers 
is Rainy River fish chowder. For four 
servings use two pounds of lean fish fillets: 
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4 cup of bacon drippings; 4% cup of flour; 
1% cups of chopped onion; one clove gar- 
lic, minced; %4 cup of chopped green pep- 
per; 1% cups of diced potatoes; one six- 
ounce can of tomato paste; two quarts of 
water; one tablespoon of Worcestershire; 
12 whole cloves; dash of Tabasco; one 
tablespoon of paprika; one bay leaf; one 
tablespoon of salt; % teaspoon of pepper; 
and one sliced lemon. 


Wipe the fillets dry, then cut into one- 
inch-square pieces. Cook the bacon drip- 
pings and flour together slowly in a large, 
heavy kettle, stirring until the flour is 
brown. Add the onion, garlic and green 
pepper. Cook five minutes. Stir in pota- 
toes, tomato paste, water and seasonings. 
Cover and simmer (do not boil) half an 
hour. Then put in the fish squares, re- 
cover and cook eight minutes. Now add 
the lemon slices. The result will be a de- 
licious fish chowder that you and your pals 
will clean up fast. 

Here’s a recipe that an Adirondack guide 
showed me a few years ago on the banks 
of a high mountain wilderness pond. It is 
especially suited for brook trout but any 
trout or salmon will do. 

Fillet your catch. Wash and dry the 
fillets. Lay a 12-inch square of cooking 
aluminum on the ground. Place two slices 
of bacon in the center, crossed. On these 
place a lightly peppered trout fillet. Use 
no salt. Build a tier of fillets and bacon 
slices until you have four decks. On top 
of this place a %-inch-thick square of but- 
ter. Wrap securely in a tight package of 
aluminum foil and place in among the hot 
coals. Thirty minutes will cook the fish 
to a golden brown and turn out one of the 
most delicious trout dinners you ever ate. 
Prepare one such package for each person. 

If you are camping in a cabin having a 
stove and oven, here’s a dish that will set 
you up as the camp’s maitre de cuisine. 
It is Baked Fish a la Southern Pines. Bass, 
pike, musky, pickerel, walleye and salt- 
water fish such as striped bass, shad, red 
snapper, sea trout, kingfish and bluefish 
lend themselves perfectly to this recipe. 
The only requirement is that the fish 
should be at least a three-pounder and 
preferably a five- or six-pounder. 

Scale the fish, then clean it, but don’t 
make a long belly cut—just enough (about 
two inches) to clean out the entrails. Cut 
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off the head and tail. Stuff the fish with a 
prepared stuffing such as Pepperidge Farm 
dressing. Close the cut with toothpicks. 
Place the fish in a rackless pan. Cut slices 
across the topside of the fish and insert a 
bacon strip in each slit. Sprinkle marjoram 
over the topside of the fish and scatter 
minced onion (one onion for each fish) and 
some parsley flakes over them. Allow two 
tablespoons of bacon fat for each fish. 

Now place the fish in a preheated oven 
and bake at 350° until they flake easily 
with a fork. Estimate baking time by the 
weight of the fish; about 15 minutes per 
pound is usually right. 

There you have the know-how for four 
delicious fish dinners easily cooked over 
the campfire and in the camp stove. With 
these entrees, flanked by a variety of tasty 
vegetables, you will make a big hit at 
any camp-out. Good fishing—and good 
eating! ®

measure the length and width of the room. 
Chances are that these dimensions will not 
end in full feet (12x12, 10x14, etc.). Add 
12 inches to the odd number of inches and 
divide by 2. This will give you the size 
of the first row of tiles and it will also be 
the same as the last row of tiles. For ex- 
ample, let’s say your room measures 14 
feet, 8 inches in length.

the half-inch pipe. Center the hole so that 
the roller will be concentric. If you have a 
lid, use quarter-inch Masonite and cut it 
to size on a jig saw. 

Mix up a sufficient amount of cement to 
fill the drum (2% parts of sand to 1 part 
of cement). Now prop up the drum on a 
few bricks, adjusting the height so that the 
axle protrudes four inches at each end. 
Pour in the cement and tamp well to elimi- 
nate air pockets. When the form is filled, 
place the lid in position to center and sup- 
port the axle. Washers between the tee and 
the roller are the only bearing required. ®

with upholsterer’s decorative tacks. Cor- 
ners are usually handled by using an 
inside miter fold with the excess material 
cut out to reduce the bulk before fastening. 

It is practically impossible to fill a loose 
cushion by hand with anything except 
foam and have it turn out well. While foam 
rubber may be purchased with a crown 
in the center, urethane is at present avail- 
able only in flat forms. 

If the fabric has a pattern, center it over 
the top of the foam and make chalk marks 
for 34-inch seams. Sew in the welting 
around the top and bottom covers and then 
join the top and bottom covers and then 
join the sides (or boxing) to the entire top 
and all but the back edge of the bottom. 
Then insert the cushion and sew the re- 
mainder up by hand, using an upholsterer’s 
needle and heavy thread. If a zipper is de- 
sired, it should go along the center of the 
back side of the boxing. 

If a non-porous fabric is used, provision 
must be made for the entry and escape of 
air. This can be done by inserting eyelets 
in the back side of the boxing, by using 
porous material (wholly or in part for the 
bottom cover) or by using a combination of 
both. 

The final step is to install a dark-colored 
scrim, cambric or broadcloth dust cover 
on the bottom of the chair. The work may 
have been time-consuming, but the re- 
wards are in the amount of money saved 
and in the satisfaction of seeing a piece of 
worn furniture restored to a condition in 
which you can take just pride. ®

of three models—but there’s no verifica- 
tion on this as yet. 


COMET 

Ford’s successful Comet will be retained 
much as is for ’62. However, it is said that 
minor sheet metal redesign will retain 
Comet’s crisp fender line while adding soft 
curves from the ’61 Thunderbird hood and 
greenhouse. Compact lovers may find an 
optional V8 of some 135 horsepower avail- 
able to order. A Comet convertible planned 
for release early in 1962 will have bucket 
seats and possibly an optional four-speed 
transmission. 


DODGE (DART) 

Information indicates the Lancer, re- 
styled in front to look less like Valiant and 
Pontiac, will otherwise remain somewhat 
as in 1961. Dodge’s Dart goes back to fins 
closely resembling those of 1959, will gen- 
erally be smaller. Both Dart and Lancer 
will use the asymmetrical styling of Virgil 
Exner. Standard engines for the Dodge- 
Dart and Lancer lines will be a high-horse- 
power aluminum Six. V8s will be optional. 
A line of special coupes will have front and 
rear swivel bucket-seats and push-button 
controls for windows and doors in a divider 
between the seats. Clever options include a 
device allowing owners to lock all car 
doors with an outside key, and hydraulic 
windshield washers that maintain speed 
under any weather condition. Dodge will 
offer a 361-cu. in. V8 as option on all 
models, it is reported. 


FORD 

Ford Division’s boss (Lee Iacocca) is 
aiming to pass Chevrolet, which usually 
outsells Ford. His compact Falcon will 
have more horsepower, plus a convertible 
with sporty restyled window pillars. If 
Corvair’s optional four-speed transmission 
continues in popularity, rest assured Fal- 
con will offer one, too. Falcon will use an 
improved thermostat for quicker engine 
warm-up and better interior heating in 
cold weather. 

A new Senior Compact, on a 114- or 115- 


inch wheelbase, is to be sold between Fal- 
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con and Fairlane. It is said Ford plans the 
Senior as a fleet or rental car. It will have 
better economy than stripped models of 
large cars yet be acceptable to rental 
drivers who do not want compacts. This 
model, with V8 engine, will have smooth, 
rounded styling similar to 1960 models, 
with bullseye taillights matching the Ford 
family. 

Big Fords will be redesigned topside to 
make them more attractive. Seat belts and 
dashboard padding will be standard equip- 
ment. Thunderbird, which has proven so 
successful, will remain unchanged. 


LINCOLN-CONTINENTAL 

The Continental will be carried into 1962 
almost unchanged from the current popu- 
lar series. Reliable reports claim there are 
no plans to change much discussed rear 
doors as owners find them highly desirable 
for easy entrance and exit. Grille of the ’62 
Lincoln-Continental will be redesigned to 
match the present taillight bar. In response 
to buyers who found Lincoln’s ’61 ride 
slightly firmer than desired, the ’62 fea- 
tures redesigned shock absorbers and 
springs in keeping with standards of lux- 
ury transportation. 


MERCURY 

There will be a 62 Mercury in the 116- 
or 117-inch wheelbase bracket, similar to 
the new Senior Compact V8 Ford. Mer- 
cury’s Meteor is to be kept in the line but 
major restyling will make it look less like 
a Ford. Roundness, as featured by the ’61 
Thunderbirds, will characterize the ’62 
Mercury which is deserting the boxiness 
used so much in past years. Rear fender 
blades are said to be replaced by twin tear 
drops. A beautiful Mercury sports coupe 
will make its appearance with full leather 
seating and a central console of the Thun- 
derbird-Chrysler type. Bucket seating, 
similar to that of ’61 Continentals, will be a 
Mercury option. 


OLDSMOBILE 

Oldsmobile’s 1962 plans evidence a move 
by Olds’ management to divorce the rest of 
GM’s brood. The compact F85 will feature 
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new convertible and hard-top models, all 
with V6 cast-iron engines. It is expected 
this engine will result in a considerable 
price reduction for the F85, making it more 
appealing to compact car shoppers. Olds- 
mobile grilles are set for restyling while 
side panels will be completely changed to 
separate Oldsmobile from Buick and Pon- 
tiac. Large 88 and 98 models will include a 
line of.sports coupes and convertibles with 
bucket seats, power packs and revised in- 
teriors. This trend was started by the suc- 
cessful °’61 Starfire convertible which 
showed the way for a move toward the 
Thunderbird-Monza market. Unique will 
be use of the 1961 F85 aluminum V8, up- 
graded to 200 horsepower, as a standard 
engine for the 88 series of 1962. 


PLYMOUTH-VALIANT 

Plymouth and Valiant will emerge in 
1962 as closely related cars. Highly suc- 
cessful Valiant styling, with full wheel cut- 
outs, moves Plymouthward to provide a 
happy Continental touch which Virgil 
Exner brought to American compacts. 
Plymouth is expected to continue bullet- 
shaped taillights but for 1962 will have 
two on one side and one on the left. Valiant 
also plans using an asymmetrical theme 
featuring the familiar teardrops. Valiant’s 
engine will not be reduced in size. An 
aluminum Six will become Plymouth’s 
standard powerplant, with power packs 
and V8s available for both Valiant and 
Plymouth. A sharp Plymouth-Valiant 
four-seater will have swiveling bucket 
seats, front and rear, plus a Fury power 
pack. Door openings are cut high into the 
roof for easy entrance to this special 
sports-type car. Good news from Plym- 
outh-Valiant is for people who didn’t like 
fins. At last reports, there will be none on 
either Plymouth or Valiant for 1962. Front 
sheet metal will be shortened drastically. 


PONTIAC 

Over at Pontiac, the word is, “Few 
changes but plenty of new models.” No 
change is planned in the curved shaft used 
under the Tempest. It may go to leaf 
springs to give the lightweight a softer 
ride than it now enjoys from its coil springs 
and 15-inch wheels. The compact’s 62 line 
will include a hot two-door coupe, a hard-

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top and a convertible. There will be op- 
tional leather-covered bucket seats in 
every model. In addition, Tempest gets re- 
styled taillights and rear panel treatment 
to improve appearance. 

Large Pontiacs will remain widetrack 
as ever, with a brand-new mesh grille en- 
hancing front styling. When you look 
under the ’62 don’t be surprised if rear 
springs only have a couple of leaves. To 
improve the ride, big Pontiacs may use 
minimum leaf rear springs; a concept car- 
ried to its ultimate by Chevrolet’s Corsair, 
reported to have only one leaf supporting 
each side of the car. 


RAMBLER 

When George Romney announced the 
1961 American, he said there would be few 
changes from year to year. By keeping this 
promise, his ’62 series will have few modi- 
fications of visual importance. Under the 
hood will be a peppier, more economical 
carburetor released in January 1961. 
Aluminum Sixes will be standard through- 
out the American line. The highly success- 
ful convertible will be continued. 

Large Ramblers are going to have 
curved sideglass (somewhat like Imperial) 
that will do much to enhance their attrac- 
tiveness, plus softly rounded curves in 
contrast to ’61’s crisp Farina styling. The 
Classic V8 will use a mesh grille across 
the entire front of the car, will be lowered 
two to three inches and lightened to im- 
prove performance. There will be optional 
bucket seats with the reclining feature. 
Every Rambler series will include a con- 
vertible. 


STUDEBAKER 

The Lark Junior is said to be ready for 
production this fall. This unique sedan will 
feature America’s second rear engine 
(Corvair was first)—a four-cylinder job 
that has been in limited production since 
early 1961. The Four is said to produce 
some 70 horsepower to push 100 inches of 
Junior wheelbase. There will be plenty of 
headroom, as the sedan has squarish Fa- 
rina styling so successful on Ford’s ’58 to 
60 Thunderbirds. In keeping with Stude- 
baker aims, body panels will be easy to 
replace and the mesh grille will be a simple 
stamping to reduce replacement costs. A 
unique advantage of the Lark Junior is 
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that it benefits from styling and engineer- 
ing cooperation of Mercedes-Benz, with 
whom Studebaker is closely related. 

In the compact field, Studebaker’s over- 
head-valve Six and sturdy V8 will be re- 
tained. The Lark will be slightly restyled 
and a four-speed transmission optional. 
You'll see new instrument panels on the 
Larks and better seating than any Ameri- 
can car has had for years. Reports circulate 
that after 1962 models are announced, the 
Hawk will be quietly allowed to rest. On 
the other hand, many engineers believe the 
Hawk will remain in the line with a fuel- 
injected V8 engine. 


As stated in MI many years ago, and re- 
peated many times since, an era of spe- 
cialization and individuality in automotive 
transportation is approaching. Several 
years ago one car was so much like another 
it was difficult to separate them. But 1961 
saw the introduction of new compacts and 
specialty coupes. These gave us a better 
chance to select transportation suited to 
personality and needs. For 1962 this trend 
continues, with more specialized cars 
available in every price range and for 
every taste. Putting fun back into traveling 
is the nicest thing Detroit has done for a 
long time. ®

boating and swimming and out of land 
sales for lakefront cottages. But after the 
lake was in, it turned as red as catsup. It 
happened to be in the center of farm-land 
drainage. The lake caught all the wash- 
down of silt, and the city fathers caught 
hell for waste. Nobody went swimming; 
nobody bought land. 

Luckily, someone thought of getting in 
touch with SCS. They came up with a plan 
to clean the lake. Today, Shawnee has a 
sparkling blue lake, popular for swimming, 
boating and fishing; and the cabins have 
been built. 

The heart of SCS assistance lies in 
skilled and specially trained manpower, 
mainly university-educated soil scientists, 
conservationists and engineers. But the 
skills go beyond that. Since SCS virtually 
created the profession of soil conservation- 
ist, even the university graduates go 
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through special intensive training at six 
SCS schools. 

Not everyone can get personal, on-the- 
land help from SCS experts. Each SCS 
field office tries to give as much help as it 
can, in keeping with its budgetary and 
manpower limitations. In some areas, such 
as Fairfield County, Conn., you must own 
at least two or three acres in order to get 
an SCS man on the scene. 

In any case, however, you can always 
write, telephone, or visit the nearest local 
SCS office for advice, capitalizing on the 
wealth of technical and scientific informa- 
tion available at the office, even if your 
headache is only a balky septic tank on a 
one-quarter acre in a suburb. If an SCS 
man can’t help you directly, you can be 
sure he’ll at least be able to tell you where 
to turn. 


One of the most valuable tools used by 
SCS field men is the soil survey map. Sup- 
pose, for example, you fell in love with a 
beautiful old farm on which you wanted 
to put up a vacation home or a club hunt- 
ing lodge. Of course, you'd have to put in 
foundations and a sewage system. But if 
the underlying soil turned out to be en- 
tirely different from what it seemed on 
top, you may end up, as many frequently 
do, spending a fortune on special footings 
or on an elaborate sewage system. You 
might even have to abandon the land en- 
tirely, a tragedy that can often be pre- 
vented by advance consultation with SCS. 

A few minutes with a soil survey map 
and an SCS man might be worth a for- 
tune. Last year, an otherwise astute 
Yankee bought a 21-acre parcel alongside 
New England’s heavily traveled Route 7. 
He paid an estimated $1,000 per acre and 
was going to advertise it for sale as an in- 
dustrial site. The land appeared mildly 
soggy. The buyer figured that it could be 
filled easily. He had more than 3,000 cubic 
yards of fill poured onto the land. Next 
day the fill had disappeared. 

“He was the saddest-looking man I ever 
saw,” an SCS official told me. “He asked 
us to check the land for him. We did. It 
was peat bog, virtually bottomless. If he 
had come into our office before he took title 
to the land, we could have told him the 
same thing in two minutes by checking 
our soil survey maps. Now the word’s out,

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and he’s lucky if he only loses half his in- 
vestment in the land.” 


On a somewhat less spectacular but 
equally sad level, there’s the story of a 
young city couple that had sunk its savings 
into a few acres of land near Plimpton 
Falls, N. J. They had wanted a place where 
they could do weekend gardening. But no 
matter how hard they worked or what they 
tried on the land, they couldn’t grow a 
thing. If they had consulted the soil survey 
maps in advance, they would have heard 
the expert’s advice, as they did when it was 
too late: “Your soil is Kresson silt loam. 
It is poorly drained, and under these con- 
ditions it is just impossible to grow things.” 

When an SCS expert turns to his soil 
survey data, there’s no telling how you may 
benefit from his interpretations. In one 
case, a farmer used the soil survey maps 
to win a sharp reduction in taxes. He had 
bought adjoining lands and had merged 
them all into one farm. But he was taxed 
for all the land on the same basis as his 
original, rich farm land. He won his appeal 
for reduced taxes when he was able to 
prove, through soil survey maps, that the 
adjoining land was actually poor farm 
land. 

How do you get SCS help? It’s easy. 
You don’t have to go through Washington. 
Look in your telephone book under United 
States Government, and chances are you'll 
find the address and telephone number of 
the nearest SCS office listed. But if you 
can’t locate one, write to the Soil Conser- 
vation Service, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington 25, D. C., and ask for the 
address of the nearest SCS office. Then get 
in touch with that office, by letter or tele- 
phone and state your problem. 


Many SCS offices will act only after you 
have first submitted your request for as- 
sistance through a Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, which is a voluntary state-sponsored 
organization of land owners. It’s a good 
idea to get to know what they are and how 
they work. Send ten cents in cash to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. and ask for Department of 
Agriculture booklet, PA 417, Soil Conser- 
vation Districts. 

If you’re interested in a fishing or swim- 
ming pond on your land, send another five 
cents in cash to the Superintendent of 
Documents and ask for Department of Ag- 
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riculture leaflet, No. 259, How To Build A 
Farm Pond. 

Community-minded? Then you may 
want to know more about new Public Law 
566, which has enabled hundreds of small 
towns to get recreational lakes of their 
own, while solving water and flood prob- 
lems. A 14-page booklet, Small Watershed 
Projects Under The Watershed Protection 
And Flood Prevention Act, issued by the 
Soil Conservation Service in Washington, 
will give you all the step-by-step details. 

But whatever you do, remember there 
are no fixed rules, not even a well-estab- 
lished national policy regarding the exact 
technical assistance you may be able to 


| get from an SCS expert. Unless Congress 


cee 


allocates more funds for more manpower, 
SCS can’t even begin to catch up with ex- 
plosive rural home building. Your own tact 
and patience may be called on in dealing 
with the SCS. But it can be worth your 
time and trouble. ®

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down at the sides (palmside in), head 
down, chin in and the weight slightly for- 
ward on the balls of the feet. 

In walking forward on the board, pro- 
ceed with the right foot first and take three 
steps. (It should be made clear that either 
foot, whichever is most natural, can be 
used first.) Walking should be done with 
a minimum of clearance above the board 
and with a deliberate heel and toe motion. 
Maintain the upright posture with the eyes 
focused on the tip of the board without 
changing the position of the head. After 
the third step bring the right foot upward 
in a hurdle, at the same time sweeping the 
arms upward approximately head level, or 
a little higher. Both feet should land near 
front edge of the board toes first, the arms 
coming down again, ready for the jump. 

The knees will bend now and the up- 
ward jump is co-ordinated with another 
upward swing of the arms to attain maxi- 
mum spring. As you begin your experience 
with the springboard, you will find your 
confidence challenged by its unfamiliar 
bounce and spring. The element of balance 
will be your first problem. You will have 
to acquaint yourself with the action of the 
board in relation to your weight and where 
it is applied to the fulcrum of the board, 
and to consider the speed, force and timing 
of your contact with it. 


May I caution you to make haste slowly. 
Walk slowly and do not try to achieve 
maximum height in your jump. You will 
be surprised at how much lift you will at- 
tain with only a moderate effort if your 
movement is smooth and your timing and 
balance are right. Here, as with every- 
thing in diving, you will find that the easier 
way is the steady, careful, measured, sys- 
tematic way. 

The Forward Pike or Jackknife is a 
beautiful dive but even though it may look 
easy, it should not be attempted until you 
are quite at home on the springboard. 

Perhaps in this brief introduction to 
learning to dive, we have succeeded in al- 
laying some of your fears and misconcep- 
tions and you will start putting these tips 
to the test. Remember to be careful at all 
times. Do not attempt any action until you 
are sure you understand how it must be 
done. Remember too that you will learn to 
dive only through trial, error and plenty of 
perseverance. ®

tongue-and-groove joint is about six inches 
above the bottom and never gets closer 
than three inches to the water, even if a 
200-pound man stands on one corner of the 
float. A tight, completely waterproof clo- 
sure could be insured by putting an elastic 
seam compound in the joint or the avail- 
ability of a special cement for polystyrene 
plastic could be investigated. Do not use 
polyester resin because it will dissolve 
polystyrene. ®
